CHEESE rOSDD.
Two cupfuls milk, with a pinch of soda

stirred in; one cupful very dry, flno crumbs;
one-ha- U pound of dry cheese, grated; four
beaten eggs; one level of melted
butter, pepper, salt, and a pinch of mace.
Soak the crumbs in the milk; beat in the eegs,
butter, seasoning lastly, the cheese. Butter
a pudding dish; put in the mixture; strew the
top with line crumbs, and bake, covered, half
an hour; then brown quickly. Eat soon, as
it will fall in cooling.

WINE.

Etiquette for the Hostess Who Pours Wine
at Her Tabic.

In the matter of serving wines alone lios a
good deal of the success or failure of the tout
ensemble ofg an elegant dinner. The hostess
who elects to pour wines at her table should
at least take pains to have them cater to the
best taste, otherwise they mar instead of en-

hancing the repast.

Where is served and no other
wine, a small plain tumbler is often used, one
with straight, sloping sides, without stem. It
is no longer thought to be "good form" to
load a table with glasses. Three or four are
put on at first and others are ordered as thoy
are wanted.

Wine glasses, by the way. should bo lifted
by the stem daintily with the Angers, when
there is a stem, and not grasped about the
bowl or clutched with the fist, as many peo-
ple, who should know better, still do.

White winos are all proferred cold. lied
wines are served of tho of tho
room. Some elect to have them
stand on a mnntle above a wood Are to infuse
into them just the right spirit Bordeaux
(more called claret) is iced by
some people, to tho horror of, epicures.

Fine wine, and others not under
aro to be sipped, not gulped, in order

that tneir aroma and flavor may bo enjoyed.
The reason for tho of the white
glass Is that tho color of tho wino
may be enjoyed, as it cannot be in tinted
vessels.

Old and" Bordeaux form more
or less sediment. If shaken in their bottles
this imparts a harsh taste to the wine. To
prevent this the bottles that are to be served
should bo stood up for hours
previous; when the time comes for serving,
they may be inclined upon tho side in a
basket for tho purpoo, and pourel by a
servant, who handles tho basket as if it were
made of spun glas3. Or thoy maybe decanted
in clean slowly tilting t ae bottle
and pouring off tho clear wine, leaving tho
sediment and a little wino in tho bottio. Fet
a candle light behind tho bottio g,

and stop pouring when the flimsy
or webs appear in the wino. D. S

Theme of Rev. Mr. Weddcll's Discourse at
Y. 31. C. A. Uall.

Tho week of prayer for young men was
iuaugurated last evening, under the auspices
of tho Y. M. C. A., of this city, tho services
being held in th9 gymnasium hall.

Tho flrst of a seriss of sormons by Rev.

Have you noticed
that the only feet that are called 'beautiful' in
God's word aro tho feet that are moving,
publishing 'pence?' The way is onward and
tho end is sure."
